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THE COLLEGE ROW AT NAPERVILLE. 


Something More About the Summary Re- 
mova! of the President. 

NAPERVILLE, DLL, May 5.—[Special.]—Brief 
mention was made in Tun Tripune Friday 
morning of the dropping of Prof. H. H. Ross- 
weiler from the Presidency of the North- 
western College of the Evangelical Associa- 
tion in this city. at the adjourned annual 
meeting of the Board of Trustees held the 
evening previous. At the annual meeting 
held in February, 1887, it was for the first 
time discovered that the State law provides 
that two-thirds of the membership of the 
Boara of Trustees of any educational estab- 
lishment in the State shall be composed of 
residents thereof. At that time the non-res- 
ident trustees numbered twelve. The hoard 
appointed President Rossweiler and the col- 
lege treasurer a committee to visit Spring- 
field and either secure the repeal of the 
statute oran amendment thereto allowing 
the trustees to be appointed in the way they 
had been tor many years. The opposition of 
the citizens to the scheme secured its defeat. 
Last Tuesday thirteen of the trustees met. 
The board had been reconstructed so as to 
meet the 1 of the statute. They 
demanded of President Rossweiler that he use 
his influence to ‘accomplish the amendment 
of the statute, and because his action did not 
suit them the Committee on Faculty deciared 
the position of President vacant. 

The students, who are much attached to 
President Rossweiler, had an inkling of what 
was going on and kept elose watch on the ac- 
tion of the trustees. As soon as they learned 
what had been: done they attached crape to 


the doors of the college, and one went up in 


the bebfry and solemniy toHed the bell for 
several minutes. The senior class had de- 
termined not to wraduate if the dismissal 
were to take immediate effect; the juniors 
drew up a series of resolutions pledging 
themselves not to return next year, and ten 
of the thirteen sophomores resolved to sever 
their connection with the college the moment 
President Rossweiler vaca his office. 
At first the stadents were indignant, and 
there were seme. threats of an immediate 
boycott, but wise counsels prevailed, and the 
graduating exercises will take place June 14, 
when a class of eighteen will receive their 
sheepskins. 

It is hinted that the deposition of President 
Rossweiler is one of the results of the 
Hartzler controversy of a few years ago, 
President Rossweiler having privately ex- 
pressed himself as being on the side of 
Hartzler in the controversy, but had taken 
no active * in it.

HUMANE SOCIETY’S ANNUAL.

Children and Animals. 

The annual meeting of the Humane So- 
ciety was held at the Grand Pacific Hotel 
yesterday. President John G. Shortall in 
his report announced the founding of a new 
Industrial School for Boys at Norwood Park 
entirely unsectarnian. He commended the in- 
stitution to the hearty support of the public, 
Since the foundation of this schoo] in June 
last 143 boys had been committed, all save 
one by this society, by due process of law. 
A total of 224 children had been rescued from 
the possibilities of vice and death and set 
upon the road to self-support and honorable 
citizenship. He thought it time that some 
move should be made against vivisection. He 
attacked Pasteur and Pasteurism.“ The 
Humane Society had established two new 
bracnhes, one at Streator aud one at Cairo.

DUTY ON AMERICAN PORK. 


The Swedish Government Imposes a Direct 
and Heavy Tax. 

Wasuineton, D. C., May 5.—The United 
States Consul at Stockholm has informed 
the Department of State that the Swedish 
Parliament has decided to put a duty of 
twenty ore (5 410 cents) per kilogram on 
pork, and of twenty-tive ore (6% cents) on 
smoked pork. This is important to American 
dealers, as % per cent of the pork irported 
into Sweden is trom the United States.

Berlin Letter to the New York Sun: When 
a man announces in a German Hotel that he 
has made up his mind to take a bath a wave 
of incredulity, baffied wrath, and alert re- 
sentment sweeps over the establishment. 
The chambermaid rushes after the waiter, 
he brings the manager, and finaliy the pro- 
prietor comes up and looks the guest over 
with an air of dim melancholy. 

„Why.“ he asks sadly, do you take a 
bath tonight?” 

Because I- want it.“ 

** Here—inthis room?“ 

„Of course. I don't propose to go on the 
roof of the hotel.” 

O. well, all right,” the proprietor says, 
with the air ot a man who washes his hands 
of a transaction that involves a suspicion of 
murder at the least. I you will do it, it 
must be done.. Hans, a hot bath for 44.” 

The waiter mutters something beneath his 
breath about the ecéentricity of foreigners 
and goes sadly away. Presently he looks in 
again and remarks that it is after 9 o’clock 
and it will take two hours to make prepara- 
tions. Forty-four—who happened in this 
case to be an English merchant occupying an 
adjoining room to mine—threw a K at 
him, came into my room in pajamas and 
seething rage, and delivered an eloquent ora- 
tion about the recalcitrant spirit with which 
the Germans regarded water. 

“*T’ll get the th,“ he announced, as he 
strode into his room with a scowl, if I have 
to call in the aid of our Minister.“ 

The utmost confusion reigned during the 
next hali-hour. The one idea that seemed to 
animate everybody in the hotel, from the 
chef to the chambermaid of the top floor, was 
the ‘necessity of stopping the rash proj- 
ect of No. 44. Every effort was made, 
but the result was failure, grim and 
complete. About 10 o’cldck the puffing and 
grunting of a body of men was heard 
on the stairs, and presently two waiters 
and a watchman staggered in with a bath 
tub, which consisted In equal ag of green 
paint, cast iron, and rust. They dropped it 
in the middie of the floor, cursed their fate 
with whole-souled, Teutonic enthusiasm, 
took off their coats, pulied up their sleeves, 
and fell to work with several other attachés 
carrying water up from the sub-basement to 
the third floor in small tin pails. 

By this tame half the ests in the hotel 
had their heads out of the doorway, maxing 
large vocal efforts to find out whether the 
uproar meant a fire or another dead Em- 
peror. When they found it was an Euglish- 
man taking a bath at that hour of the night, 
the excitement was more intense than it 
would have been as the result of a new death 
at the palace or a genuine conflagration.

The company which has the exclusive right 
to use the Fahnhjelm system of gas lighting 
in the United States ana Canada is strictly a 
Chicago concern, the bulk of the stock being 
held in this city, but it has thus far done lit- 
tle in this city, and has avoided publicity as 
much as possible till certain experiments de- 


| signed to prove the usefulness of the system 


were fully tried. The company now appears 
to be moving on several cities of the country, 
and if the claims of its friends are correct it 
will greatly reduce the price of gas. The 
cost of manufacturing the gas and placi it 
in the holders is but a few cents per thou- 
sand, and the question of the price to be 
charged the consumer will be determined 
in each city by the expense of 
distribution. It is true that the price at Jack- 
son, Mich., is 50 cents per 1,000, but the works 
there are mainly experimental, and it is 
claimed that in large cities a handsome profit 
can be made on a charge of only 15 cents. 
The scheme of the company provides for 
everything in the way of facilitiesfor the 
manufacture and distribution of gas for fuel 
and illuminating purposes, but the construc- 
tion of gas py all over the country would 
of course a huge undertaking, and 
naturally in some cases arrangements will be 
made with existing concerns. At Jackson 
3 company was formed. and it 
is driving the gas and electric-light com- 
panies to the wall, Arrangements are 
now being made for the _  introduc- 
tion of the system at Cleveland, Balti- 
more, and other cities, and eventually works 
will be started in Chicago. The local stock- 
holders are enthusiastic over the prospects 
of the company, particularly since the works 
at Jackson have turned out sowell. There 
were further conferences yesterday in re- 
gard to the Westinghovse scheme for the 
manufacture of fuel gas. The Fahnhjelm 
people do not admit mat there is to be any 
arrangement between the two companies, 
but it isa general impression that the two 
concerns will find it for their interest to 

rate together. There is no probability 
the Trust will get con of the 
Fahnhjelm Company. Such a connection 
would not be advantageous to the latter 
concern. The Gas Trust has got beyond the 
point where it can secure any capital by the 
sale of securities.

the Meeting—Something About the Mag- 
nitude of the Industry—Papular Miscon- 
ceptions Concerning Glucose. 

For the last eighteen months the glucose 
manufacturers of the country have been do- 
ing business under an “agreement” or ar- 
rangement or something of the kind. There 
are seventeen factories, and all but four of 
them are supposed to have been in the agrce- 
ment. It is stated on reliable authority that 
the result of the Arrangement has not been 


+ to adavance prices but rather to maintain 


such prices as would afford a fair return on 
the capital invested, and that m no case aid 
this exceed 10 per cent. Certain manufactur- 
ers, however, of high grades of. glucose 
in Chicago and its vicinity and in 
and East have been manufacturing 
and selling goods in active competition and 
at prices which have neither benefited the 
manufacturers nor the public, certain mid- 


dlemen between the manufacturer and the 


ultimate consumer having derived about all 
the profits. This state of affairs brought 
about a conference here at which every 
glucose concern in the country was repre- 
sented and which closed Friday night. Its 
purpose was not to advance prices but to 
maintain a standard price as between manu- 
facturers and dealers which shguld be 
below the maximum and above the 
minimum and thus to reach an equalization. 
It is stated positively that no trust was 
suggested and that none is contemplated. 
The tariff question received full considera- 
tion. ‘Glucose or grape sugar and cane 
sirup or cane sugar are intimately connected, 
not directly, but indirectly, insofar that 
whatever affects the duties upon cane sugar 
or it price affects to a greater or less extent 
glucose or corn sugar. As a matter of fact, 
no agreement was reached among the manu- 
facturers as to any subject under considera- 
tion, and the conference adjourned without 
date. Itis probable, however, that a further 
conference will be held here about May 15. 

The manufacture of. glucose—which in- 
cludes both liquid and solid—is of great im- 
portance to the Northwest, as will be seen 
from the following facts: To begin with, 
fiye-sixths of the factories are in the North- 
west- being located in New York, Ohio, IIIi- 
nois, Iowa, Missouri, and Kansas. There 
are, as stated, seventeen factories, repre- 
senting $11,000,000 of capital invested. Their 
daily capacity is 61,000 bushels of corn. It 
takes 732,000 acres of land to raise enough 
corn to supply them, estimating twenty-six 
At an estimate of three 
every 100 acres it takes 
to raise it. The 
annual capacity of the factories is 
670,960,000 pounds of glucose, worth 
$17,128,800. The factories employ 4,575 men, 
who are paid an average per day of $1.50, 
making a yearly total of $2,058,750. The corn 
consumed by the glucose factories is more 
than one-third of the total exports and is 
about one-haif of the consumption of the 
distilleries. The total production of giucose 
annually is nearly double that of the wtal 
cane sugar production of the Southern 
States. : 

Closely connected with the glucose manu- 
facture is that of starch. There are twenty- 
four starch factories with a capital of 810, 
000,000 invested; daily capacity, 40,000 
bushels of corn, requiring 480,000 acres of 
land and 14,400 farmers; annual capacity, 
361,920,000 pounds of starch; value of prod- 
uet, $12,476,500; laborers employed, 3,500; 
wages paid, $1,635,500. The factories are lo- 
cated in New York, Ohio, Indiana, IIlinois, 
Kansas, and Iowa. The glucose and starch 
factories together consume as Much corn as 
all the distilleries which manufacture spirits 
from corn and about three-quarters of our to- 
tal exports. 

Giucose su is manufactured in but one 
place in the Western States, and that is Chi- 
cago. Only a limited quantity is made, as 
there is no profit in it. The output is used 
by wine-mixers. Cane-s are not adul- 
terater ’’ with glucose, although there is a 
popular impression to that effect. They mix 
no better than oil and water, and the grape- 
sugar is the mote expensive. When cane- 
sirup and glucose are mixed it is the glucose 
that is “adulterated” with cane-sirup, glu- 
cose being the finer and purer product and 
the more expensive. 


PINEAPPLES BY THE BARREL, 


Where the Delicious Fruit Comes from and 
How It Is Soldin This Market. 

The pineapple season is now open. This 
fruit begins to arrive early in April, but the 
quantity is small until toward the end of the 
month. Merchants here are now receiving 
3,500 barrels a week, and bythe mitidle of 
May, when the season isat its hight, the 
quantity will reach 10,000 barrels a week. 
The barrels contain from twenty-five to thir- 
ty extra large “pines,” or forty to sixty 
small ones. The season lasts from April un- 
til August, and about 5,000,000 pineapples are 
imported each year, The bulk of the crop 
comes to this city, which is the principal dis- 
tributing point for the United States. The 
first arrivals come from Havana. They are 
a little later than usual this year. 

The Island of Cuba is one of the chief 
sources of supply. Pineapples ripen early 
there. After the first week in May the Ba- 
hama pineapples arrive, and those from Cen- 
tral America soon follow. 

A few years ago pineapples were a luxury. 
Now they are as common as native products. 
The fruit is shipped here to dealers who 
make a specialty of it. The businessin this 
gity is practically in the hands of hait-a- 

ozen large dealers. Barrels are usually em- 
. — for packing. The growers are not par- 

icular about sending barrels of a uniform 
size. Any package that can be had cheap is 
used. Large pager barrels have the prefer- 
ence, as they hold nearly double the quantity 
that the small barrels hold, and the cost of 
transportation is less in proportion. On ar- 
rival the pineapples are sold to wholesale 
dealers. The price istixed by the condition 
of the market. It is usually from 10 to 20 
cents each for the extras,“ 12 to 14 cents 
for No. 1, 10 to 12 cents for No. 2, and as low 
as 6 cents for poorer fruit. 

Pineapple culture has become an important 
industry in Florida. Key West has been 
growing the fruit for several years with per- 
fect success. The climate there is about the 
same asin the Bahamas, and the sandy soil 
is productive. Along the Indian River in 
Florida large plantations have been stocked 
with pineapples. The product of this region 
is estimated as being three or four times as 
large now as last year, and in the near fut- 
ure it is expected that tne domestic fruit. will 
supply the consumption of the entire coun- 
try.—New York Mail.

The relations of the Ward 
and Arnoid families have always been intimate 
socially no less than intellectually. Mr, Ward 
is editor of the Macmillan standard series of 
“The English Poets.“ The general introduction 
is by Matthew Arnold, who also writes the pref- 
ace on Keats. The T. Arnold who writes a 
number of the prefaces is the father of the 
author ot Robert Eismere ; and the Mary A. 
Ward wo is the writer of the commentaries 
upon four of the poets in the first volume is she. 
She was married in 1872. Mr, Ward is a leading 
writer on art and allied topics, and is the author 
ot English Art in the Public Galleries of Lon- 
don.“ He is the editor of “The Reign of Queen 
Victoria,” reviewed in THE TRIBUNE some 
months ago; in that he had Matthew Arnold for 
a colleague. : 

Out of this stock and mental and spiritual en- 
vironment ‘Robert Elsmore has grown. Mrs. 
Ward is her husband’s companion in every study 
and shares all his pursuits. The only work of 
fiction she had previously published, 
Bretherton,” was almost a failure. It was too 
much essay; it lacked action; and the defect was 
so supreme that great qualities of character- 
analysis passed almost unobserved. In the soci- 
ety of her uncle and from his writings, and in 
the tuition of her father, she acquired that in- 
tense religious scrutiny of contemporaneous life 
which has enabled ber to construct a work of re- 
markable power. With them and with her hus- 
band she has enjoyed unlimited opportunities for 
culture; in music, in art, in literature, it is evi- 
dent she 1s equally at home, and the conversa- 
tion, the incidents, and the small talk of “ Rob- 
ert Elsmore are made up of refined and critical 
material drawn from them. It is essentially a 
novel of culture. It is also a novel of the sub- 
jective and the psychological. It will never be 
read by the common crowd of fiction-lovers who 
want plot, sensation, mystery, villany, and 
catastrophes. 

To abstract the story in its barest summary 
takes little space. Robert Elsmere is an Oxonian 
of profound religious leanings. He takes orders 
in the Anglican Church and becomes a rural 
rector. He marries Catherine Léyburn, a woman 
of strong character and intense piety. Influenced 
bya college friend and a country Squire, Els- 
mere becomes convinced that all truth is not in 
one oreed; that Christianity is oniy creed and 
‘* something local,” and his parish. He 
goes to London and works himself to death try- 
ing to improve the moral and physical condition 
of the poor. His wife is broken-hearted by the 
change in his religious convictions, but remains 
faithful to him. The whole story, with an under- 
play of other characters, is devoted to the elabo- 
ration of this simple theme. The key to the or- 
ganic distinction in Elsmere’s nature and Cath- 
erine’s is struck early in the first volume. The 
reader is given delicately to understand that in 
the man there is something of woman’s weak- 
ness, in the woman something of man’s resist- 
ance and obstinacy, and thatin this clash there 
lies danger for both and the germ of plot. 

The first bit of portraiture of each will serve 
not only its own purpose—that of making hero 
and heroine visible—but also as an example of 
Mrs. Ward's style, which has been generally 
likened to George Eliot's. “Not that he could 
boast much in the way of regular good looks; the 
mouth was large, the nose of no particular out- 
line, and in general the cutting of the face, though 
strong and charactcristic, had a bluntness and 
n@ivete like a vigorous, unfinished sketch.” 
(A glance at a good portrait of Matthew Arnold 
will satisfy this description.) “This bluntness 
of line, however, was balanced by a great delica- 
cy of tint—the pink and white complexion of a 
girl, indeed. enhanced by the bright reddish hair 
and quick gray eyes. The figure was also a little 
out of drawing so to speak; it was tall and loose- 
ly jointed.” (Again Matthew Arnoki.) “The 
general impression was one of agility and power. 
But if you logked closer you saw that the shou!- 
ders were narrow, the arms inordinately long, 
and the extremities too small for the general 
hight. Robert Elsmere's hand was the hand of a 
woman, and few people ever exchanged a first 
greeting with its tall owner without a little 
shock of surprise.“ 

Herein Mrs. Ward gives a deftly obscured hint 
of Robert's death by consumption, as well the 
more palpable intimation that his excessive deli- 
cacy will lead him into pain and peril. One of 
his agnostic friends, studying Catherine after 
their marriage, spoke to her (to bis own con- 
sciousness Only) as The Thirty-nine Articles in 
the Flesh.” The author more sutbly says that 
“ The Puritan distrust of personal joy as some- 
thing dangerous and ensnaring was deep in- 
grained in her.” Catherine’s own version of that 
is, We do not live only to be happy.” When 
Elsmere first saw her be caught the fine out- 
line of the head, the unus clearand perfect 
molding of the brow, nose and Upper lip. The 
hollows in the cheeks struck him, and the way in 
which the breadth of the forghead somewhat 
overbalanced the delicacy of the mouth and chin. 
The face, though still quite young and express- 
ing a perfect physical health, had the look of 
having been polished and refined away to its 
foundations. Her profile had the firmness, the 
clear whiteness of a profile on a Greek gem.” 

Here are suggested in shape and physiognomy 
the careers of the twain. Hew to become mnd- 
died; her conyictions are to remain steadfast. 
Heis going to be energetic, powerful. agile; he 
will be honest and courageous; but he will vacil- 
late and he will go down first. She will suffer 
the agony arising in tne struggle between her 
intellectual complacency, her austere dogma- 
tism, and her unflinching adhesion to inherited 
faith, on the one hand; and on the other the no- 
bility, the purity, and the infinit reach of a true 
woman's love for her husband. Here are then 
what we may call the two primal cells of the 
most absorbing novel written since George Eliot 
finished “Middlemarch.” It is absorbing. Its 
fame has pot been overstated. Its success has 
not exceeded its deserts. Although its price 
(37.00) seems high even to us, it is 
to be remembered that libraries, rather 
than individuals, buy wuovels in England. 
They are loaned, not sold. So far has the de- 
mand exceeded the publishers’ expectations that 
edition after edition has been exhausted, and 
THE TRIBUNE'S cabled order—there has been no 
American reprint announced—could not be filled 
earlier begause one edition Was all gone before 
another could be gotten off the press. 

No.other proof is required that Mrs. Ward has 
a commission to write fiction than her marvel- 
ous evolution of such a story out of such scanty 
material. She delves in the consciousness of 
her personages as the lapidary on fine stones 
with hidden flaws. She carries her reader into 
the passion of her work so completely that the 
excitement which a Hugh Conway has im- 
parted to plots of crime is matched here 
by .the thrilling solicitide one comes to 
feel over the mental processes of a few 
men and women—chiefiy one man and one wom- 
an. The story is indeed a psychological “Called 
Back.“ It will scarcely appear to lovers of 
George Eliot that Mrs. Ward is in these pages 
her equal, or, indeed, that they are fairly com- 


‘parable. Their mold of thought is essentially 


different. Mrs. Ward has not George Eliot's 
humor, although not lacking in a certain sly rid- 
icule; but the shafts ef wisdom’ always feath- 
ered with George Eliot’s Wit are not here. Nor 
is Mrs. Ward in direct touch with human nature 
as George Eliot was. Nearly everybody in 
Robert Elsmere” is sophisticated more or less; 
their world is the world of polish, of culture, 
of conventionality. The story has no blitheness, 
little homelmess; it is dismal with learning, op- 


pressive with introspection and science; de- 


pressing with the universality and weight of the 
problems always in process toward solution and 
never solved. It lacks the glorious breadth, the 
inspired spontaneity, the splendid comprehen- 
siveness, the irresistible drollery, the sweet 
childhoods, the merry pranks, the broad, clumsy, 
good-natured boorishness of English rural life 
with which the novels of George Eliot are so 
richly endowed. Hers are the novels of genius; 
Robert Elsmere” is the novel of a clever wom- 
an who may turn out to be a genius. : 

The question of the moral effect of the work is 
one which most deeply agitated Gladstone, and 
which is the text that starts many protesting 
pens. A perusal ofthe story does not account 
for the anxiety implied in the strictures upon it. 
It is not, as has been represented, a novei with a 
purpose—that is, an advocate novel, like, for ex- 
ample, Uncle Tom's Cabin.” Its aim is strict- 
ly depictive. It argues nothing for itself. 
It holds a brief for no creed and against 
no religion. Its sim appears to be only 
the mirroring of what must be owned the 
most fertile and morbid phase of the epoch— 
the attempt to reconcile literal scriptural evan- 
gelicai Christianity with the product of historical 
criticism applied to the historical pretensions of 
Caristianity—not using the phrase in the 
slightest offensive or deprecatory sense. It is 
Renan, Matthew Arnold, Philanthropy, Glad- 
stone, the Irish question, the Slums. the beati- 
tudes of Puritanism, the sneers of the Pessimist. 
the sloth of the Established Church, the aqua- 
fortis of skepticism, all in a caldron; and out of 
that hell broth rise in paramount power two 
exceptional natures in love and in antagonism, 
4 a work ot art 5 which the modeling of the 
characters is French to the last degree of superb 
and exhaustive technique; souls being made as 
Dupré makes peasants’ bodies.

The beauty of what we may term applied 
Christianity—works accomplished by the opera- 
tion of faith in Catherine, by the opera- 
tion of philanthropy in Robert—is made fascinat- 
ing and pathetic. But the auther seems to be 
devoid of partisanship as between them. With 
the eloquence of a disciple the plea is put in the 
mouth of an. Anglican clergyman against the tol- 
erance of error; while the logic of historical 
scrutiny in religious testimony is presented with 
equal force. If Christianity cannot stand this 
test its champions have surely grown degen- 
erate. Cannot the Christian still. ask with John 
Milton, “Who ever knew truth put to the 
worse in a free and open encounter?’

Who Wants to Entertain the Prince? : 

It has been announced that the Prince of 
Wales is thinking of visiting this country in the 
fall.

It would be impossi- 
ble to ascertain the depth of this natural Cal- 
dron, but the water is as clear as crystal, and 
when the vision is not obscured by the steam one | 
can look far down in its blue depth and see the 
rocks far, far below. On one side a stream as 
la as an ordinary country mill-race flows out 
and rolls, a boiling cascade, into the Fire Hole 
River. Some of the most wonderful effects of 
color are produced by the sun shining through 
these clouds of steam upon the tinted sul 
formations in the bottom of these lakes.— Yedlow- 
stone Park er.

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NO FUSS IN ILLINOIS. 


Politicians in Springfield Attach No Im- 
e as to nL. May Blaine Yarn. 

INGFIELD, DL, 5.—[Special.]—The 
dispatches published this morning on Blaine 
and the Presidency have been the chief po- 
litical topic about the State Camtol today. 
No Republican here seems‘ to attach much 
importance to it, believing that no indirect 
information or surmise can fairly be accepted 
as a contradiction of what Blaine has written 
on the subject. One politician said: 
It is not fair to Blaine to force the inference 
that his declination was insincere. Besides, 
it is too late to revive his candidacy. The 
country has settled down to the belief that 
he is out of the race and is rapidly falling in 
with what Illinois bas done. Blaine is too 
good a politician to prompt the cultivation of 
a boom for himself after the country has ac- 
cepted the conclusion that he is out of the 
field and after many of the most powerful 


States have instructed for other candidates 


and still others have appointed delegates that 
will tavor them. The lead of this campaign is 
in the West,“ said he. and the withdrawal 
of Blaine has given that over to Gresham. 
The action of Dlinois will be accepted by the 
country as the true policy.” 

Thirty leading Republicans were called on 
and there was but one in the lot who found 
pleasure in the prospect of a revival of the 
Blaine candidacy, and he believed that if 
Blaine is really in the field he would be the 
easiest man to nominate, because, as he 
alleged, all the Southern delegates would be 
for him. : 

He admitted, however, that a man nomi- 
nated by such support would not necessarily 
be the easiest to elect.

Mr. Blaine May Speak for a Friend, but 
Will Not Seek a Nomination. 

Pitrssurey Pa., May 5.—In an interview 
today Chairman Jones of the National Re- 
publican Executive Committee said so far as 
Mr. Blaine’s health was concerned he was as 
well as he ordinarilv is, barring a slight cold. 
“Some of the stories told about him,” said 
he, “are absurd. To group some of them 
into one general denial, I may say that Mr.

Blaine should accept the leadership of tne 
party in the next great battle. This move- 
ment has great strength and will be a power- 
fulif not the most powerful element in the 
next convention. I do not think that it is 
the intention of Mr. Blaine to come out 
squarely for any candidate or to plumply ask 
his friends to support John Smith or John 
Jones. He is only human, and may, of 
course, say ‘So-and-so is my friend and I 
would like to see him nominated,’ and such 
an expression would have great weight.”

THE WIFE OF EX-MAYOR THOMPSON 
SUING FOR DIVORCE,

Thrashes the Accused Husband—The 


Bill Contains a Series of Scandalous 
and Highly Sensational Charges—The 
Parties to the Affair Widely Kuown.

He comes of rev- 
olutionary stock, his great-grandfather, 
Gen. McDougal, a Scotchman, commanding a 
division of troops in the stormy times of 1776. 
Mr. Thompson’s father was a leading lawyer 
in.Lancaster, Pa., and William G. was born 
in that city July 23, 1842. He was educated 
at Amherst College. In 1861, at the age of 
19, he enlisted in the Fourth Pennsylvania 
Cavairy. Mr. Thompson has a fine army 
record, was severely wounded at Chancellors- 
ville, and won his grade as First-Lieutenant 
by gallantry on the field. When his regi- 
ment was mustered out in 1864 he studied law 
in New York for a time and then came 
West. to Detroit, where he entered 
a law-ofilice. He was admitted to 
the bar in 1867. In the same year 
he married Miss Adelaide Mary Brush, 
daughter of the late E. A. Brush. Mrs. 
Thompson died in 1875, leaving one daughter, 
Miss Lillie. E. A. Brush, Mrs. Thompson’s 
father, died in 1877, leaving no will His 
immense property, amounting in value to 
over $3,500,000, was inherited by his natural 
heirs, Alfred E. Brush, his only son, and Miss 
Lulje Thompson, his granddaughter.

John J. Jennings Claims to Have Dis- 
closed Donnelily’s Cipher. 

Sr. Lovis, Mo., May 5.—The Post-Dispatch 
will tomorrow publish an article on the 
Snakespeare-Vonneliy-Bacon cipher, written 
by John J. Jennings of that paper, in which 
it will be shown that the key number, from 
which Donnelly obtains his five root 
numbers and which he has persistently 
refused to disclose, is 222. This key 
number is obtained not only in the manner 
in which Donnelly claims to have obtained it, 
by tsing the multipliers, 7, 10, 11, and 18 on 
page 74 of the second Henry IV., but also by 
combining Donnelly’s modifiers on page 74. 
In fact, 222 is the sum of several moditiers, 
and it combines with every modifier on pages 
73 and 74 of the folio Shakspeare 
of 1623. By adding 222 to 283. 24 
291; 204, and 301, modifiers found on page 74, 
the root numbers are obtained, and the ci- 
pher is always worked out from one or the 
other of these roots. Mr. Jennings shows 
that the modifiers are as numerous as the 
words on Shakspeare’s pages, and that the 
cipher is simply a case of arithmetical pro- 
gression in which the number of terms is 
limited to the number of words in any col- 
umn chosen and the differential is nothing 
more or less than unit.

Traveling Under the Ocean. 

Col. John H. Pierce, who has invented a sys- 
tem for rapid transit for land and sea, “ by a 
continuous pneumatic cufrent with arterial 
terminations,” described his invention last even- 
ing at the Church of the Savior.

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NOTHING REMARKABLE IN EITHER 
THE BRITISH OR PARISIAN DISPLAY. 


The Work Exhibited at the Royal Academy 
Comes In for Severe Censure—Blundering 
Attempts of the English at the Nude in 
Art—The Paris Salon Comes Up to the 
Average Only—American Artists Attract - 
ing Considerable Attention. |

Loox Dbox, May 6&.—London for the last week 
has been devoted to private views at the 
various picture galleries. That of the Royal 
Academy yesterday brought out the most 
notable gathering of the season to witness 
the poorest coliection of pictures that has 
been put on exhibituon for some years, but of 
the entire exhibit of 2,000 odd pictures and 
drawings there are about a dozen that are 
worthy of extended notice, and of? this small 
number there is not one worthy of 
for any permanent gallery collection. The 
absolute lack of merit in the great mass of 
the pictures is absolutely appalling. This is 
shown in the utter lack of originality or 
semblance of an idea and in the bad color 
and worse drawing. Where the drawing is 
fairly good there is a weakness of finish and 
a lack of strength that would not be excusa- 
ble in the work of mere amateurs. 

The picture which attracted the greatest 
crowd was Alma Tadema's Roses of Helio 
gabalus.”” This famous artist sent only one 
picture this year. Last year his Woman of 
Amphyssa”’ was the triumph of the exhibi- 
tion, and was sold for 6,000 guineas before it 
was shown to the public.. This year Tadema 
has tried a most daring experiment, and, as 
com with his previous achievements, he 
has made a conspicuous failure. He has se- 
lected an incident in the career of that young 
monster, Heliogabalus, the Roman Emperor, 
who was murdered at 18 on account of his 
career of eccentric and unrelenting atrocity. 
The episode selected represents a practical 
ac played by this Emperor upon an assem. 

led group of guests who were dining 

with him nder a canopy, upon 
which he has had placed an enormous mass 
of rose leaves. At the close of the dinner 
this canopy, by a trick, was made to fall, 
burying the guests nearly from sight. In 
this picture there is shown Tadema’s most 
wonderful skill in painting marbles, silver 
st and architectural ornamentation ; but 
the whole effect of the picture is most un- 
satisfactory. The entire picture is deluged 
with the trying color of rose leaves of all 
shades, and the figures are subordinate in 
every way to them. There. is no touch of 
lite in the whole thing. The Emperor and 
his associates look like so many lay figures, 
while the attitudes of the fallen guests sug- 
gest nothing but the mere grouping of well- 
selected studio models. Its excellent and un- 
surpassed features relate entirely to its stall 
life portions. 

The second picture which challen at- 
tention was a huge classical piece by Sir 
Frederick Leighton. It represents the capt- 
ive Andromache, and it is com accurd- 
ing to strict classical lines. its figures are 
weil drawn, and are and draped ac- 
cording to the most hallowed traditions. 
The result produced is tiresome and uninter- 
esting, except tothe lovers of hackneyed con- 
ventionality, ambling gracefully in the old 
time-worn grooves. 

The two really notable pictures are Ni- 
obe.“ by Solomon Solomons, a young artist, 
and a portrait of the Comptesse Di Rigi, by 

Carolus Duran. The figure of Niobe in the 
former picture is something more than a 
mere reproduction of the pose of the model. 
It is a strong, beautiful re, with an ex- 
pression of anguish as she bears her dead 
child down the marbie palatial stairway over 
the bodies of iovely women in postures of 
death and despair. It is such a painting as 
should entitle the artist to prompt admission 
to oe Academy, which is sadiyin need of 
new ’ 

The. best pictures in the other parts of the 
collection are portraits, and of these Frank 
Holl’s stands preéminent. His portrait of 
Gladstone is a superb character study. His 
picture of the Prince of Wales is not so good, 
as it flatters ssiy. His portrait of John L. 
Townsend of New York is especially good. 
Ethel Mortlock shows a good portrait of Sec- 
retary Endicott. 

Sir John Millais appears this year with a 
simple landscape, called Murtley Moor.“ It 
1s a bare, desolate, and evidentiy a most 
faithful reproduction of a careful northern 
study. Dut the subject is not picturesque. 

D. H. Boughton has a good landscape study 
of isle of Wight scenery. The figures in the 
picture are small and subordinate. 

There are several attempts to present the 
nude in art at the Academy, but the British 
artists are not happy in their anatomical 
studies. The Danaids,” by Jovy, is the 
boldest attempt yet to reveal pictorially to 
the shrinking Pritish public the mysteries of 
female loveliness. No one could gaze upon 
the lanky figures on this canvas without 
shuddering. There were several mulatto 
Adams and Eves, but not one of them reached 
what might be classed as the lowest level of 
art. 

Grosvernor Gallery has succeeded well 
this year, in spite of the secession of a part 
of its members. The great sensation there 
isa picture by Shannon of Myrrha—a lan- 
guishing beauty in a white, filmy robe 
which barely conceals her willowy, Oriental 
figure. About the waist is a sash of dazzling 
colors. On a block she reclines against a 
tiger skin. The figure is painted with such 
passion that it stirs the most callous. Natu- 
rally the sips soon found out that the 
artist had u fortunate enough to have for 
his modei one of the most beautiful women 
- London, and with whom he is madly in 
ove. 

Another picture which has made some talk 
isin the Haymarket Gallery. It is by the 
Empress of rmany, and is a hard, water- 
color study of a San Remo flower girl, painted 
upon blue crayon paper, leaving the.paper 
untouched as a background. If it were not 
by an Empress it could not find a place in 
any gallery. It is absolutely devoid of merit.

The Late Leander Read. 

Leander Read was born in Hopkinton, 
Mass., July 30, 1821.

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THE STORY OF HOW A RAILROAD SNN 
DICATE GOT RICH. 


Methods Employed to Séeure Control of 
Three Ohio Railroads—They Are Bonded 
Heavily and Then Gobbled, $8,000,000 
in Bonds Being Paid For in Cheap Coal 


Lands—A Tale of Brilliant Financiering 


That Beats Aladdin’s Lamp—The Scheme 

to Be Balked if Possibie. 
New York World: ‘here is a royal road to 
fortune, known to shrewd railroad manipu- 
lators and rich bankers, the essence of which 


consists of buying something for nothing | 


and letting poor stockholders and bond- 
holders pay the piper. A legal inquiry re- 
cently set on foot in this city, on behalf of 
the owners of the Columbus, Hocking Valley 
& Toledo Railroad, has brought to light a 
wonderful trip upon this royal road, in which 
a handful of men and a big banking house 
Played ducks and drakes with $8,000,000 of 
bonds in a way wonderful to behold. And 
this is a history of the case: 

In 1881 a syndicate of Ohio men more or 
less wealthy, and composed of Stevenson 
Burke, Charles Hickox, C. H. Andrews, 
William J. Hitchcock, N. P. Paine; Payne, 
Newton & Co.; W. J. McKinney, and W. C. 
Andrews, were the owners of certain coal 
lands in the Valley. They haa 
boug#t them for a speculation and were in 
debt for them, Finding no prospect of 
making a good thing out of them on 
their own account, they conceived a scheme 
for using them asa means of getting pos- 
session of three roads in the State of Ohio, 
and thus turning them to profit. These roads 
were the Columbus & Hocking Valley, the 
Columbus & Toledo, and the Ohio & West- 


ern. M. M. Greeny, it is worthy of note, was | 


President of each of these three roads. To 
further their projects Mr. Burke and his as- 
sociates had organized two coal companies— 
the Snow Fork & Cleveland Coai Company, 
with Burke as President, and the Continental 
Coai Company, with William J. McKinney, 
one of Burke’s associates, as President. The 
principal stockholders in both companies 
were Burke and his associates, the omnipres- 
ent Burke managing both concerns. 

In due time there came a providential 
rumor that a road was about to be built 
through the Hocking Valley to the proper- 
ties of these two embryo coal concerns, and 
as a natural consequence the stock of the 
three roads named above to 
Then came a timely letter on the scene. It 
was written by Mr. Burke to President 
Greene, and it referred to the talked of 
schemes to build another road, and said, 
among other things: When railroads can 
be built by issuing bonds it is difficult to es- 
timate in advance what may and may not be 
done by energetic men when they set about 
it.“ The letter suggested that Greene’s com- 
panies ought to buy the lands of the two coal 
companies, and cautioned him not to speak 
of the matter. 

Mr. Greene capitulated. His flag was run 
down and the standard of Burke and asso- 
ciates was run up to his masthead. Consid- 
erable correspondence and numerous inter- 
views between them. At length, on 
July 1. 1881, Burke and Greene met in this 
city and began the novel operation of buying 
a railroad with itself, adding the debt thus 
engendered to the property itseif. This 
strange business was done with the help of 
Winslow, Lanier &. Co., the big banking 
house of this city. 

In possession of the World are sworn copies 
of the letters and agreements which 
between Burke and his associates and W ins- 
low, Lanier & Co. By the terms of the 
agreement Burke and associates were 
to give Winsiow, Lanier & Co. their 
individual notes for $6,000,000, and the 
bankers were to procure a discount on them, 
receiving for the negotiauon 6 per cent in- 
terest and a commission of 24¢ ver cent, de- 

ndent, of course,on their success. The 

urke crowd were also to buy the stock of 
the three roads of which Greene was Presi- 
dent at a price which they fixed to suit them- 
selves, and at which Mr. Greene advised 
holders to sell, consolidate them into a single 
company, to be known as the Columbus, 
Hocking Valley & Toiedo, the stock of the 
three being merged in the one, and the new 
company to issue 5 per cent bonds aggregat- 
ing $14,500,000. a : 

Of these bonds $6,500,000 was to be used 
legitimately, to retire and cancel the out- 
stubding bonds of the three existing roads. 
the! remaining $5,000,000—and here is the 
colored gentleman in the Hocking Valley 
woodpile—was to be placed with the ties 
holding the notes as part security for the 
loan, and from the proceeds of them, when 
sold, Winslow, Lanier & Co, were to pay the 
notes of Burke and his friends, and return 
those precious documents! There is no mis- 
take about this pretty plan of operations. 
The terms are down in black and white, and 
members ot the house ot Winslow, Lanier & 
Co., placed under oath, have been forced to 
admit them. 

Well, Winslow, Lanier & Co. placed the 
notes with Drexel, Morgan & Co., who ad- 
vanced the money, 85,874, 000 cash, and Burke 
and his associates went to work with it buy- 
ing up the stock of the three roads. The 
consolidated road was formed according to 
program, Burke & Co. made themselves di- 
rectors, and M. Greene, the faithful 
President of the trio, was made President of 
the one, all according to agreement made 
and ratified. By resolution of the Board of 
Directors of the consolidated road, passed 
Sept. 21, 1881, the issue of $14,500,000 bonds 
was authorized, and it was formally provided 
that $6,500,000 worth of them was issued to 
provide for the payment of the outstandin 
ponds of the constituent companies which h 
been consolidated, and the remaining . 000, 
000 was to be sold by the President and the Ex- 
ecutive Committee and the proceeds applied 
to improving the road, and a recital of the 
terms of this resolution was embraced in the 
mortgage and constituted a part of it. 

It may be remarked in passing that the 
law of Ohio says that the only purposes for 
which a railroad company can issue bonds 
are: First, in compieting and extending its 
road; second, in ee eh agp branch roads; 
third, laying double or additional tracks; 
fourth, increasing its machinery or rolling 
stock; fifth, building depots or shops; sixth, 
making improvements; seventh, for paying 
its unfunded debts or redeeming its bonds. 

July 1, 1881, Burke and associates gave to 
Winslow, Lanier & Co. an option of ninety 
days to purchase 86,000,000 of bonds of the 
consolidated company at par and accrued in- 
terest, stipulating wat the proceeds of said 
bonds should be applied on our notes ne- 
gotiated by them for us for $6,000,000,” and 
on the 6th of the month they agreed that on 
any portion of the $6,000,000 so purchased by 
Winslow, Lanier & Co. they should receivea 
commission of 3 per cent at par. Twodays 
later. July 8. Wiusiow, Lanier & Co. sold to 
parties in Onio, who subscribed for them, 
$1,590,000 of these bonds at par and accrued 
interest. . 

On Oct. 8 the bankers notified Burke that 
President Greene had undertaken to provide 
that the subscribers need not pay accrued in- 
terest, and stating that as they had not 
agreed to this, and as Greene stated it to be 
for Burke’s account, they desired him to take 
due note thereof. Nov. 2 Burke offerea Win- 
slow, Lanier & Co. $4,821,000 of the bonus at 
92 flat, which offer was promptly accepted, 
andthe remainder of the loan of Drexel, 
Morgan & Co. was repaid. Thus, with the 
aid of two big banking firms, had the road 
been bought and paid for out of its debts, 
and the little Ohio coterie was ceady to 

sket some profits. 

Of the $8,000,000 bonds which were grabbed 
by Burke and his associates there has been 
thus accountea for $6,411,000. There still re- 
mained $1,589,000 to be disposed of.

pany, passed a resolution authorizing the 
urchase of the 15,000 shares of the Hocking 
alley Coal Company—nominally worth $1,- 
500,000, but in reality not worth a third of 
that sum for $8,000,000 of the bonds ot the 
railroad company.“ which they had already 
sold, $6,411,000 at from 92 cents to par, and

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CLUBS THAT PLAY THE MATIONAL 
GAME FOR FUN. 


The City League—Organization of the Com- 
A List of the Players—Prizes Offered for 
the Best Records in Certain Positions by 
Various Business Houses — Numerous 
Minor Victories and Defeats. 

This organization, now entering upon its fifth 
season, is little understood by the great mass af 
citizens. The old-fashioned prairie games were 
undoubtedly a cheap amusement to many, but 
the day for detter things seemed to have come 
when, in 1883, this association was organized, 
The prairie games were ungoverned and to a cer- 
tain extent lawless. There was no revenue at- 
tached to the game, no special incentive to out- 


lay of funds for appearance sake, and no obli- 


gation to patrone; hence the conduct of 
clubs and players was liable to depart 
from the gentlemanly and assume at times 
the rowdy. The same was true with respect to 
tue audiences in even a greater measure. The 
organizers of the association believed that the 
confining of these unruly spirits in inclosed 
grounds would result in better morals, better 
games, better amusement, and less disturb- 
ance. In this respect their expectations have 
been fully realized.

New York Post: Skirts are growing 
wider, but the difference 1s made entirely in 
the back widths. 

New black silk jerseys, elaborately braided, 
fasten with one button, and then round off 
over a vest of white pilot cloth closed with 
handsome pearl buttons.

A neat design 
for a dressy costume shows a basque open in 
a slight V in the neck above a silk tucker.

Tuscan, buttercup, primrose, and daffodil 
are the leading coiors in yellow this season. 
A new shade of pink is called Venus, and a 
new shade of red Khedive. In violets, the 
rosy tint known as wisteria is the only fash- 
ionable tint, the rage for the heliotrope 
shades * subsided. The newest ns 
are the esthetic, Florentine, and bronze 
shades, with a pale shade in relief like tilleul, 
or willow with yellow tints, clear light Nile 
green, and also the dark moss, myrtle, and 
cypress colors. . 

Many stalks, long stems, grasses, and 
sprays are noticeable among the importa- 

ons of French flowers this year. White and 
pink rose garlands, hyacinths, jonquils, long- 
stemmed bluets, tulips in every color, car- 
nations of pink and white, ragged sailor, bean 
and potato blossoms, elderberry blooms, 
lilacs, four o’clocks, heather, and spirea are 
massed in high montures to give the effect of 
aigrets.

Bodices which have the sides prolonged 
into panels that fall straight from the belt to 
the hem of the skirt will be a feature of 
costumes again next season. The style is 
far too becoming to women of stout figure to 
be relinquished. These long, straight panels 
are, in fact, graceful upon most women; and 
upon handsome white dresses of sheer wool, 
or of organdie, India muslin, batiste, and the 
like, will be shaped and decorated in various 
novel ways. These panels are noted upon 
tea-gowns of China silk, foulard, and failie 
recently imported. 

The fashion for tea-gowns has amounted to 
a rage both here and abroad, and robes of the 
greatest richness are worn upon such occa- 
sions as receptions, luncheons, and afternoon 
teas. The new tea-gowns lately displayed, 
and made by many of the master-hands in 
Paris, are triumphs of picturesque beauty 
and high art. The costumes of Persia, India, 
Turkey, and China have all been laid under 
tribute as models for these gowns, and the 
result is one of exceeding elaboration and 
grace. 

Handsome and expensive trousseaus are 
imported, made with bands and edgings of 
colored embroidery in pale blue, red, pink, and 
écru. Some ofthe night robes are hgured 
on a white or cream ground, or made of Chi- 
nese washing silk scattered over with tiny 
gay flowers and other devices. All this is a 
matter of actual fashion, and as such is 
chronicled. But afer indicating all 
these vagaries and errors of modern 
taste, it must be added that this 
gay finery, notwithstanding its richness 
and fashion, is only second-rate after all. No 
really elegant woman, refined herself. would 
be induced to order a trousseau of the kind, 
even though obliged to admire the beauty 
and fine finish of the various setsof em- 
broidery as rare specimens of French hand

White silk-musiin gowns, striped with 
wide insertions of rich lace, with — | lace 
berthas to match, and immensely broad 
sashes of watered ribbons, are 
among the list of imported dresses 
for débutantes and bridemaids. A 
pointed French bodice laced behind is much 
used tor similar toilets of failie Francaise, 
with a scarf of pearl or crystal beaded net, or 
lace draped from the left shoulder to the 
right hip, where it is knotted and fails to the 
foot of the dressskirt. These scarfs are par- 
ticularly effective in the pale lovely colors of 
willow green, primrose, écru, rose-pink, and 
tea rose, over silk gowns of the same tint. 
There are also Louis XIV. scarfs of India 
silk, bordered with an embossed bordering of 
gay flowers in natural hues. These are 
draped over gowns of plain faille surah or 
India silk. 

The cape called La Tosca is made for 
spring and summer wear, of various fabrics, 
broché silk being a favorit. It is hand- 
somely lined and richly decorated, and its pe- 
culiarity is the high collar, which is shaped to 
the neck without any seam ing round 
it. A model made in La Tosca” style 
is of moss-green velvet, lined with 
pale willow-green surah, and ornamented 
with a rich passementerie of cash- 
mere beads. The wrap is jaunty-looking for 
those to whom it proves becoming. Another 
wrap is called the Princess, made in pelerine 
style, with open sleeves that reach just to the 
elbow. The fronts fit —— g and at the 
lower edge is placed a gathered piece of lace 
fiouncing that falis to the edge of the skirt 
hem. This wrap is graceful and pretty in 
lace and silk, 1n lace alone, in black or white, 
and also in figured grenadine for matrons.

The dealer in conjugai unions 
replied that it was simple enough; the fre- 
quenters of the salons do not know that the 
host isin communication with any matri- 
monial agency, and introductions made in 
society give rise to no suspicion. She says 
that she krew more than twenty families 
who thus loaned, fora commission, their 
salons and their friends. She added that a 
few years ago she had arranged a marriage 
in one of these salons, and that among the 
guests was a high State official. She showed 
the gentleman the wedding cards, the long 
accounts of the ceremony published in the 
newspapers, and a letter from the husband 
thanking her for her efforts. And in this 
salon there were literary, artistic, and politi- 
cal celebrities, acting, without knowing it, 
as wall-flowers in this comedy! 

Sometimes men who have been married 
through the medium of an agency become in 
theirturn assistants to those to whom they 
owe their connubial felicity.

busiest days of the week, which are Mondays 
and 9 ae An odd thing is that if you 
stand here Monday you will see a greater num- 
ber of heavy bundles than any other day of the 
week. Monday,“ says a floor-walker—and 
what a State street floor-walker does not 
know about shopping and shoppers is not 
worth knowing—“ is the big day for heavy 
stuff. Monday ladies buy dress-coods for the 
week’s work, while Saturday the purchases 
run more to the lighter articles, such as 

loves and handkerchiefs and trifles.“ At 

2:30 a man slips on a banana peel and has a 
narrow escape from falling in the gutter. He 
goes away swearing. Along comes another 
man and slips on the same Instead of 
swearing he picks up the offending skin and 
tosses it far into the street» The first man 
was a barvarian; the last a gentleman and 
philosopher. You can't, help noticing the 
evenness with which the human stream 
runs along. It is as steady as a clock. Such 
surges and waves as there are come from the 
obstructions in the streets, the cable- cars 
and other vehicles, which often hold the 
crowds until a large number of people have 
accumulated. Butin a twinkling redistribu- 
tion has taken place, and all runs along as 
evenly as before. 

All this time the street-cars bring in more 

ple than they carry away. The after- 

inner’? shoppers are coming now. 
and their name is legion. Between 
1 and 2 o'clock the crowds surging 
past your corner are so thick they cannot be 
counted. As near as you can come to acoun 
and that is merely approximation, from 5( 
to 600 people pass you each minute. That is 
at the rate of 30.000 an hour. A colored 
woman attired in a big cloak of gobelin blue, 
and with an enormous red hat on her head, 
is happy in the consciousness that people are 
looking ather.

F you folks advertise. It is a fact that State 


street spends more money for advertising 
than any other street in the world. Com- 
petition is exceedingly keen ever here, and 
the man who would do business in this street 
must be awake. Chicago is now the best ad- 
vertising city in the world, and the bulk of 
the advertising 1s done by the enterprising 
merchants of State street.“ 

At 2 o’clock the cars still arrive well filled 
with passengers. A. woman with an old 
shawl round her shoujders, one long since 
out of style, is much looked at. A theat- 
rical man with a big diamond in his shirt- 
front s by. y of the women turn 
their heads to look at him. They wonder 
who he is and if they bave ever seen him on 
the stage. Not many men are here, and half 
of those to be seen are mere curiosity-seek- 
ers, lookers-on in Vanity Fair. A common 
remark on the corner is: , here’s our 
cyar!” A girl in a blue cloak with long, 

‘sleeves and a hat turned down in 
front attracts much attention, so does a big 
woman ina red costume and with a little 
black pup in her arms. 

At 3 o’clock a look down the street shows a 
wonderful crowd. It is like Christmas week. 
It would now be impossible for any man, no 
matter how quick his eye, to count the 
passers-by. Possibly they numbera thou- 
sand a minute. A woman goes by with a 
baby in long clothes in her arms and leading 
two older children by her side. In addition 
to these burdens she carries three bundles, 
and one of the children carries two mere. 
There is not a man in Christendom who 
would notshrink from the task of piloting this 
caravan through the crowued street. A 
man would deem it an _  impossibil- 
ity. The woman seems to be doing 
it with ease, and te be happy over it. The 
day is warm, and in the passing throng one 
sees both sealskins and straw hats. A Baron 
Rudolph sort of a man stops at the corner 
and begs a chew of tobacco from one whom 
he seems to know. <As the old man passes 
on his acquaintance remarks that he lives in 
the past, and adds that twenty years ago the 
old chap was one of the most successful 
merchants on the street. How did he lose 
his grip? The old story of drink and negiect 
to advertise and keep up with the precession. 

At 4 o’clock there is a sudden diminution of 
the crowd. The arriving street-cars are no 
longer full, while those departing have 
standing room ge One can but notice that 
while there are few poorly dressed childrea 
there are a good Many poorly dressed-women. 
There is no seif-denial, no pride like a 
mother’s. For a moment the horse attached 
to the florist's w

w animal does is merely to rest 
his limbs, as he has been standing 
as docile and quiet as a lamb all the day. 
Hundreds of heads are turned as a woman of 
remarkable embonpoint passes by.

angerous face. An odd face in the throng 
is that of a colored man, a long, gaunt col- 
ored man, with a most solemn countenance, 
wearing a pastoral choker, a high silk hat, 
and green goggles. There are many relics 
of the short-bair craze in the persons of 
youngish women with fluffy curls all over the 
backs of their heads. Plenty of widows are 

be seen. One, old and infirm, and evidently 
ich, is carefully attended by a number of 
relatives. They cannot do too much for her. 
Right after them comes a gay young widow 
with phenomenal bangs and altogether too 
much powder on her face. She is no such 
character as Amelie Rives’ last heroine, and 
it she be not married again within two 
months the fault will not be hers. And; by 
the way, why do young widows insist upon 
wearing such large bangs and using so much 
face-powder?

Lazarus Morgenthau, a well-known Jewish 

philanthropist, died recently in New York 

City atthe age of 73 


years, He was aman 

of almost international 

reputation through 

many generous gifts 

in the course of his 

lifetime. He was an 

intimate friend of the 

Grand Duke ot Baden, 

and was well known 

throughout all Ger- 

many.

Lazarus Morgenthau was born Aug. 15, 

1815, in the Bavarian Kingdom, and in his 

youth was reared in the orthodox faith, but 

in 1855, having read a portion ef Lessing’s 

‘Nathan the Wise,“ he became a hberal and 

a free-thinker.

‘VERDI'S LATEST SUCCESS. 


CHICAGO TO SEE “OTELLO” IN AD- 
VANCE OF EUROPEAN CITIES. 


An Opera Which Shows the Great Prog- 
ress Made by the Composer in the Di- 
rection of Dramatic Expression, and 
that He Has Acquainted Himself to a 
Considerable Extent with the Funda- 
mental Principles of the Wagnerian 
Music-Drama—A Resume of the Opera. 


Otello. Verdi’s latest operatic success, is 
to be given here this week, and the Chicago 
public will be afforded an opportunity of 
hearing it in advance of either London, 
Paris, or Berlin. The great progress made 
by the composer in the direction of dramatic 
expression will be evident upon a compari- 
son of Otello with any one of his earlier 
operas, with the partial exception of * Alda,” 
and even in that work the dramatic element 
is subordinated to the musical side of the cre- 
ation to a much greater extent than n Otel- 
lo.” To the earliest works it affords a broad 
contrast, disclosing a complete change 
of methods from those then employed. Cer- 
tainly Verdi has been an earnest student, es- 
pecially during the later years of his life, 
and has felt the influence of the modern 
school of thought, adapting his modes of ex: 
pression to the progress of his age. During 
the early years of his career he was a prolific 


composer, producing a new opera every year 
or two, but of late his works have appeared 
at greater intervals, and at the same time 
gained in real importance. In “ Aida” and 
“Otello” there is not only evidence that the 
composer has acquainted himseif to a consid- 
erable extent with tne fundamental principles 
of the Wagnerian music-drama, but also 
regarded them in his own work as far as an 
Italian could reasonably be expected to do 
so, in view Of the forms of operatic expres- 
sion in the midst of which he was shes — 
5 and in which he won his first triump 

nder the circumstances it would be im- 
possible for him wholly to escape from these 
influences, and in consideration of his ad- 
vanced age it is highly remarkable that he 
should have su ed even so far in divest 
ing himseif of the traditions of the Italian 
stage. In the title of his work Verdi 
distin avows his 1 characterizing 
“ Otello as a Dramma lirico in quattro 
atti”” In Armgo Bolto Verdi secured a libret- 
tist who was fully in sympathy with this 
tendency, as ven several years ago by the 
former’s * Mefistofele,”’ for which he con- 
structed his o librette upon the material 
of Goethe's Faust,“ designing the music 
with a similar end in view.

% Otello,“ unlike Shakspeare’s tiagedy, 
opens at once with the scene at the seaport 
in Cyprus. The vessel bearing the Moor is 
seen laboring in the midst of a storm, 
the darkness being. occasionally relieved 
by flashes of lightning. There is no 
overture, the scene being introduced. by 
thirteen measures of descriptive prelude. 
The storm is depicted in the orchestra — 
means of chromatic passages and diminish 
sevenths, in much the conventional manner 
and though noisy is less rich in the use o 
harmonic material than it would have beer 
in the hands of a disciple of the modern 
German school.

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AMUSING PHYSIOLOGICAL ABSURDITY 
IN THE “CHRIST BEFORE PILATE.” 


Something About J. Alden Weir, the Win- 
ner of the 62,000 Prize at the Amer 
jean Art Galleries’ Exhibition—Amer- 
loan Artists and Subjects at the Salon 
—An Exhibition of Peter Moran's Etch- 


ings—The Chicago Ateliers Full of 


Igcreasing Activity—Art Notes. 


An amusing physiological absurdity in 
Munkacsy’s Christ Before Pilate seems to 
have escaped detection. Those who have 
seen the painting or the etching of it will ro- 
call the riotous young man who stands the- 
atricaliy in the mob, and, with mouth wide 
open, open inte as round an O as the human 
mouth is capable of making, is said to cry 
out, “Crucify Him!’ This is tite explana- 
tion given in the letter-press. Even a super 
ficial consideration of mouth position for ar- 
ticulate sounds would show — = mat- 
ter what language the you pre- 
sumed to speak be — ws 
possibly say any consonan eguiv- 
alent for “Crucify Him!” while his 
lips made an O. But science has demon- 
strated that it would be impossible for him 
to utter even a vowel exclamation under such 


method, which has proved signally suc- 
cessful, has reduced the study of speech 
organs in use to something like an ex- 
act science. one opening the mouth 
as Munkacsy’s crier does would be unable to 
utter anything exceptan inarticulate rumble 
oranimalian cry. It was at first suggested 
that perhaps Munkacsy had studied solfeggio 
with a master who taught him to _ s 
mouth for the open O, and that he had exag- 
gerated the circle on the face of his rioter 
witheut knowing it. But such a circle would 


not permit the emission of a musical sound, 


much less a word or words in which vowels 
and consonants are commingled.

The prize picture te the Metropolitan 
Museum, as the pictures similarly distin- 
guished at the Paris Salon go to the National 
Museum in the Luxembourg. Julian Alden 
Weir is a young man, born at West Point in 
1852. His father, Robert Walter Weir, was 
professor of drawing at West Point for forty- 
two years, His studies in painting were 
prosecuted in Florence and Rome, and 
among his pictures are several showing the 
influence of locality in the selection of sub- 
ects. His is the familiar Dante and Virgil 
trossing the Styx,“ „ Evening of the Cruci- 
tixion,” “ Titian in His Studio,” and “Our 
Lord on the Mount of Olives.“ He painted 
also the Embarkawon of the Pilgrims” and 
the “ Landing of Hendrik H n.“ His 
son, the pe winner, studied for several 
ears with his father, but from 1872 to 1876 
o was with Géréme in Paris, and his color 
and sentiment show distinct trace of that 
master. He has also spent time in Spain and 
Holiand. He is one of the founders of the 
Society of American Artists. In the Salon 
e has had an honorabie mention. This is 
ot the first picture by nim in the Metrovoli- 
tan Museum. It was he who painted

His inherited talent, thorough artistic educea- 
tion, fine culture, ana ambition for 
American art combine to wasrant congratu- 
lation on the result of the competition and 
the placing of another work by in what 
serves at present asa substitute for a Na- 
thonal Gallery of Art. 


Qur interest im the Salon increases an- 
nually. Every year more American artists 
make their way to its walls. Every year an 
increasing number of its pictures come over 
tous either for. exhibition or for sale. The 
American subjects growin popularity also; 
and it is not surprising that the critics 
should concur im the verdict that 
Carolus Duran’s portrait of Miss Lei- 
ter, formerly of this city, is the 
mest beautiful portrait in the entire 
exhibition. There are in all 2,586 oil paint- 
ings, 1,182 drawings and pastels, 1,059 sculpt- 
ures, 522 engra 88 fifty-seven medallions 
or cameos, and architectural designs. 
The greatest sensation is Maiguan's colossul 
„ Voices of the Tocsin tor which he ex- 

ts the medal of honor. It is an allegor- 
ical composition. A great green bell swings 
furiously and heroic swarm out of it, 
whirling in intense ge Some pull at the 
ropes. me are nude. low are seen the 
flames of burning houses. For this logically 
incoherent conception the praise is enthusi- 
astic, indicating that the artist has fillea his 
canvas with movement, and that itglows with 
bright color. The draperies and accessories 
are described as 3 in finish and the 
drawing charming. gg is a pupil of 
Noél and Luminais. e has had three 
medals in the Salon and was given the 
Legion of Honor five Fears ago. He has

HARNESSED WITH OXEN AND DOGS, 


The Degrading Drudgery Which German 
Peasant Women Undergo. 

Letter in Washington Post, I can never 
forget the feeling of astonishment mingled 
with shame with whichI first looked upon a 
woman harnéssed side by side with an ox. It 
was on a lonely road in Switzerland, near the 
Italian frontier. Night nad already set in, 
and the bonfires lighted by woodsmen on the 
steep mountain sides, hundreds of feet above 
my head, gave scarcely ligt enough to pick 
a Way over the rocky . I hurried on to 
reach the next village, and in my hurry 
almost ran into a huge mass ot moving hay. 
A woman Was pulling that hay, and an ox — 
not her husband—was helping her, On the 
same road I overtook a number of women 
who looked like veritable walking haystacks. 
Strapped on their backs were funnel-like 
contrivances into which hay was stacked toa 
hight of five or six feet. The men, who 
kindly fill the funnels that their wives carry, 
All the hay so high that the poor women 
fairly stagger under the load. For this severe 
labor the peasant women of Switzerland and 
Germany earn from 30 to 35 cents a day. 
They o their babies, their bread, and the 
beer to the flelds, wield the scythe all day 
long, then creep back to their hovels under 
their huge loads and go to bed to get up at 4 
next morning and go through another twelve 
or fourteen hours ofsimilar drudgery. I have 
seen women in Bulgaria turashing grain with 
sticks—a slow and laborious process, and none 
the more pleasant for the burni sun that 
beats down on that semi-tropical country. 
While they were engaged in this work ande 
brothers and husbands sat on the snad side 
of their thatched huts and dozed or minded 
the children as the humor struck them. 
Evidently, in the Buigarian peasants’ opinion, 
woman’s sphere is where the hardest work is 
to be done. 

In Heidelberg I made the acquaintance of 
an honest red-cheeked woman who made her 
living seiling uulk. She had a small cart that 
held two six-gailon cans. To this cart she 
hitched herse# and a dog and made her 
rounds from house to house, selling mik at 
six centsa quart. This-queer team stopped 
before the door of my ings punctually 
every morning at 6 o’clock, and while 1 
chatted a moment with the German frau the 
dog would lie down in his harness to rest, 
The frau and husband were trying to save 
enough to bring them to America. The hus- 
band was ashoemaker, but somehow never 
managed to save anything. There was not 
much profit in milk, still she would be careful 
and hoped to have enough “some day.” 
Once in America she feit sure that she and 
Hans could get along. It is doubtful whether 
the poor woman with all her economy and toil 
will ever reach her goal. months after- 
wards, when I was in Heidelberg, she was 
there ~~ hitched with her dog in cart, 
selling for six cents a quart.

The recent order at Mandel Bros. for the 
saleswomen to dress uniformly in black while be- 
hind the counter was accepted good-naturedly 
and sensibly. Not so, however, in Brooklyn, 
where in the largest dry-goods store a similar 
order has just been issued. In the Brooklyn 
store each girl is provided with a wardrobe in 
which she can place her own dress while wear- 
ing the store costume. When she is first em- 
ployed the materialis given her, and she can 
make it up in herown way.

CORRUPTION IN NEW ORLEANS, 


The Last Government Paid Hoodlums for 
Work That Was Never Done. 

New Orieans, La., May 4.— [Special.] 
The investigation into the past city methods 
made at the City-Hall last night develops a 
state of facts of a most startling character 
regarding previously-existing municipal 
methods. The retiring Mayor—Guillotte— 
was shown te have kept on the roll of the 
police force an average of about sixty names 
of men who never appeared in uniforms and 
rarely if ever did a stroke of work. The ex- 
Chief of Police admitted in his evidence that 
he did not even know some of them by sight. 
To procure the means of paying these men 
the police detailed to ) ge ag actual duty 
were docked a portion of their wages. The 
men who did work were compelled, without 
choice on their part, to contribute heavily to 
the support of a gang of dummies, who were 
— on the rolls for no earthly good to ‘the 
city. | 
According to the evidence of the General 
Superintendent of Streets there were no 
street-workers on the Public Works pay- 
roll who were purely ornamental. They all 
did some work. It might be twenty days or 
it might be five days a month, but the 
man who professed to work five days 
Was paid precisely the same amount 
as the man who pretended to work twenty 
days. The money at his disposal was lumped 
and divided equality among the owners of the 
names on the pay-roll. It was shown that 
not unusually $125 was paid to a foreman to 
superintend labor that was paid $42 and $50 
or $70, and that whenever one man was to 
work another man was put to watch him.

South of Eldridge it widens 
again, and nothing more forbidding than di- 
lapidated brick and frame structures are en- 
countered until Tweifth street is reached. 
There a four-story brick store with flats 
above will have to be disposed of. At Four- 
teenth street a similar obstacle will be en- 
countered,-and just south of this a few feet 
will have to be shaved off the Haven School, 
one of the handsomest in the city. . 

At Eighteenth street is a new three-story 
brick store, with flats above, part of a bluck, 
and south ef this lies a three-story brick 
furnace factory that runs from Wabash ave- 
nue to the alley, and has about forty feet 
frontage. 

On the corner of Twentieth street is the 
Home for the Friendless, with about 100 feet 
on the alley, and should the road cross to 
avoid this it would take twenty-five feet off 
of St. Clement’s Church. 

At Twenty-first street the alley divides, 
and two small ones run to Twenty-second. A 
curve will have to be made to reach either, 
and the west one will doubtless be chosen, 
as there are nothing but frame buildings on 
it. The Southern Hotel and a four-story 
brick building reach the east one. 

On the south side of Twenty-second street 
is a handsome new block of stores extendin 
from Wabash to State. Twenty-five feet o 
the middie of this block will have to be con- 
demned to reach the alley in the rear of it. 
From here to Twenty-sixth street the road 
will havea good many curves, for alieys 
om and separate with startling frequency. 

n some blocks there are two and in some 
only one. In some piaces two run togther in 
the middle of the block. At Twenty-sixth 
street twenty-five feet will have to be cut off 
of the playground of the South Division 
High School, and after that all is smooth 
sailing to the city limits.

Tun City Council shouid not defer action 
further in the matter of fixing the price of 
gas to consumers and the city. The people 
of the West Division are yet paying at the 
rate of $1.50 per thousand for gas and will be 
obliged to do so until the Council acts. The 
gas corporation offers to supply gas all 
around to consumers at the price now paid in 
the North and South Divisions—$1.25 per 
thousand—but makes it a condition that the 
city shall agree to withdraw its suit to test 
ithe legality of the Gas Trust and also get 
the Citizens’ Association to withdraw ite 
suit. Of course the city cannot afford to make 
any such agreement either as to itself or the 
Citizens’ Association. It will not presume 
to act for the latter body, and it can make no 
surrender of the legal rignts of the city. If 
the city should agree to accept the terms of 
the Gas Trust as to price without condition, 
no doubt the trust managers would be satis- 
fied. Something should be done. Either the 
quo warranto suit, which is in a rather em- 
bryo stage as yet, should be pushed or an 
agreement as to price should be made. The 
West-Siders are being 25 cents per 
thousand more for gas than is just, or fair, or 
reasonable. It is time the Council pro- 
ceeded to protect the West Side people 
against the admitted extortion of the gas 


corporation. 


Nox of the amendments to the Inter- 
State Commerce act proposed by the Senate 
Committee will in any manner weaken or 
impair that measure, but they are ali cal- 
culated to extend its principles and add to 
the vigor of their enforcement. The require- 
ment that railroads must give three days’ 
public notice of reduction of charges will 
curtail the practice of giving private infor- 
mation to favored shippers of prospective 
changes in rates. Every shipper has the 
right to know whether reductions are im- 
pending and may take place in a day or two, 
so that if practicable he may hold back his 
freight and get the advantage of the reduced 
charge. It is proposed also to make willful 
failures to keep printed schedules of rates 
open to the public punishable by imprison- 
ment, in the discretion of the court, in addi- 
tion to the fine now imposed. The provision 
of the act requiring posting of rates has been 
ignored flagrantly and defied by many rail- 
roads, and while the chief need seems to be 
for the punishment of the offenders and the 
infliction of the penalty already provided it 
may be well to give the law greater rigor. 
But the amendment now proposed which 
will be of the greatest value is that directed 
against the insidious fraud of false weigh- 
ing and underbilling shipments. The com- 
mittee proposes that the shipper who falsely 


states the weight or character ef his freight 


be liable jointly with the railroad, and 
may be sued by any person injured by 
such discrimination.

he has not asked his friends to make an ag- 
gressive movement in his behalf; he has not 
written any letters declining the nomination 
a second time; and it is not true that he will 
be on the sean dnd out of the reach of the 
telegraph when the Chicago Convention is in 
session.“ 

It was not necessary, however, for any one 
of his friends to have given the denial to 
these fabricated, anonymous statements. 
The authentic source,“ and the only one, of 
Mr. Blaine’s intentions, is Mr. Blaine him- 
self. In the face of his letter to Chairman 
Jones, and the subsequent interview with 
Mr. Crawford, denials are unnecessary. In 
the letter to Mr. Jones Mr. Blaine withdrew 
Officially§ and left the field open to the other 
candidates. In his Crawford interview, 
about the Ist of March, he gave the reasons 
for his action, and they were definit, explicit, 
convincing, and final. He stated to Mr. Craw- 
ford that he had no right to run 
again; tilat he was unable to bear the 
burdens of another campaign; that he had 
no right toembarrass the other candidates; 
and that he would never again enter the po- 
litica! fleld as a Presidential candidate. In this 
connection he said: would not go through 
another contest with the certainty of the Presidency 
at Ue end of it.

OREGON FOR GRESHAM. 

A private letter from a leading citizen of 
Oregon to the editor of Tun Tunern indi- 
cates that the general press report did not 
represent fairly the spirit of the recent Re- 
publican convention in that State. Our cor- 
respondent says that “a majority of the del- 
“egates cre certainly for Gresham, as they

* believe he is the strongest man that can be 


‘nominated against Cleveland, and that his 
“nomination would be equivalent to an elec- 
tion.” Resolutions indorsing Gresham, he 
says, were only withheld through considera- 
tion for some strong Blaine men who were 
in the convention, and who are yet of opinion 
Blaine might be coaxed to accept if nominated. 
With Blaine out of the race the delegation is 
pretty nearly solid for Gresham. It was not 
deemed good policy for the Gresham men to 
antagonize the Blaine people by offering res- 
olutions of indorsement for the great Indiana 
jurist. As the letter has it, the general 
sentiment of the convention was for Gresh- 
am first choice, and the nominee of the con- 
vention second choice.“ There was, how- 
ever, one who believed Blaine the strongest 
man if he could be induced to accept. The 
delegates to the National Convention stand 
about in this position: “Three are for 
“Gresham first choice, two for the nominee 
“of the convention (no choice), and one for 


Blaine, if a candidate, first choice, other- 


wise for Gresham first choice. I am 
“assured by our delegates that if Blaine 
“is. not nominated in the convention 
“the Oregon delegation will go solid for 
“Gresham. . .. lam satisfied that Oregon 
4% will give 2,000 majority for the Republicans 
“at the State election the 4th of June, though 
t the Democrats are making desperate efforts 
“to win. . It will givea much larger 
“ majority in November if Gresham is the 
candidate.“ 

The writer of the letter is a prominent 
lawyer in Portland. His letter was written 
the 24th of April. The Republican press of 
Oregon speaks kindly of the ex-Post- 
master-General, some journals warmly. 
The feeling in favor of his nomination 
will grow in Oregon and other States of 
the Pacific slope from this time on as it is 
growing in IIlinois, Indiana, Minnesota, Ne- 
braska, Wisconsin, Colorado, and Pennsy!l- 
vania, and as it will grow in New York and 
New Jersey. Judge Gresham has no objec- 
tionable pro-Chinese record to defend, as all 
of the Senatorial candidates nave. The Pa- 
cific coast delegates will therefore naturally 
go to him after they are satisfied Blaine is 
out of the race. 

The absurd stories about Blaine being yet 
a candidate are being put in circulation in 
the East again because it is becoming evi- 
dent that Gresham is the second choice of 
the ardent Blaine men of the West. The 
purpose of the stories is to prevent 
them gong for him in a body. It is 
hoped to check the movement so as to 
give the Senatorial candidates an opportu- 
nity to dicker with political managers. But 
the scheme will not work. Mr. Blaine's 
nearest friends know quite well that he will 
not consent to be a candidate under any cir- 
cumstances, His letter of withdrawal meant 
what itsaid, as shown by his subsequent in- 
terview with Crawford for publication in the 
American papers. The Republican masses 
cannot be prevented from expressing their 
preference for Gresham by wire-pullers or 
gauzy stories. 

ARE METHODIST WOMEN LAYMEN? 

The controversy over the admission of 
women as lay delegates to the General Con- 
ference of the Methodist Episcopal Church in 
session in New York appears to involve two 
distinct questions. The first is largely tech- 
nical and relates to the proper interpretation 
et the language of the existing law of the 
church which authorizes the selection of lay - 
men ' as delegates to the conference. It is con- 
tended that the noun “laymen” is of the 
common gender and as used in the Jaw does 
not apply to men alone, but to the entire 
laity of the church as distinguished from the 
clergy. Thus it is alleged that Methodist 
women always have ranked as laymen, and 
as such are permitted to vote in lay 
conference for delegates, and hence should 
be eligible to election themselves. Lexicog- 
raphers differ somewhat as to the exact 
signification of the term “‘layman,’’ some de- 
fining it as meaning a man not a clergy- 
man, and others as one not a dergyman.”’ 
Inasmuch as the word is derived from a root 
signifying the people,” and has been gen- 
erally used to distinguisn the laity of the 


church from the clergy, it would seem that 


the law could be construed fairly and rea- 
sonably to entitle the women who have been 
elected to claim as of right seats in the Gen- 
eral Conference. If any such question of in- 
terpretation were presented in the civil 
courts the women would be classed as be- 
longing to the laity, of which they in fact 
constitute the major and more zealous por- 
tion. 

Evidentiy the church rule now in question 
may be interpreted strictly or may be lib- 
erally and beneficially expounded” as one 
rule of interpretation or another may be 
adopted. On general principles it would 
seem that the authorities would incline to a 
liberal construction of the term and would 
aim to give the largest, most active, faithful, 
and devoted portion of the laity full repre- 
sentation in the government and manage- 


‘| mentof the church. It is true not only of 


the Methodist body, but of all the Christian 
churches, that they owe much more to the 
women than the men, and that without wom- 
en their organizations would be cold and 
feeble—if indeed it is conceivable that a 
church composed solely of men could be kept 
in hfe and being for any considerable time. 
Women were among the first to be attracted 
by the teachings of the founder of Christian- 
ity, and it was a reproach flippantiy uttered 
against him by unbelievers and scoffers that 
his ministry led wives and mothers away 
from their families and household duties. 
As women were among the first to take up 
the Christian faith they have been the most 
faithful in their allegiance—the strength and 
light of the church—and that, too, notwith- 
standing they have been excluded largely 
from the government of most church organi- 
zations. Some writers have attempted, 
rather fancifully perhaps, to distinguish the 
Catholic and the Protestant churches as 
to their power respectively over men and 
women. Thus Lecky, for instance, gives 
Catholicism a feminine and Protestantism a 
masculine type, and holds that a religion 
which prescribed to the distracted mind 
‘faith in an infallible church and to the 
troubled conscience an implicit trust in an ab- 
solving priesthood has ever had an especial 
attraction to a feminine mind,” while a re- 
ligion which asserted *‘the right and dignity 
of private judgment, deepening immeasura- 
bly the sense of individual responsibility, 
and denuding religion of meretricious orna- 
ments and of most esthetic aids is pre-

HITTING HEADS. 

Senator Ingalls in his recent excoriation of 
Dan Voorhees hit a good many heads besides 
that of the “Tall Sycamore of the Wabash,’ 
and among them that of Lucius Quintus Cur- 
tius Lamar, the new Justice on the Supreme 
bench, Referring to the manner in which 
the ex-Rebel leaders of the war had been 
restored to political power, Senator Ingalls 
said: 


Who was Lucius Quintus Curtius Lamar? He 
was suspected of being a lawyer, 
His bitterest enemy never accused 
He never had been admitted to the 
bar of the Supreme Court, on whose bench he 
was appointed. He never had tried a reported 
case in any tribunal, State or National, for thirty 
years. It was an open secret that the President 
at one time peremptorily refused to ap 
He asked what necessity there 
the President to affront the loyal sentiment of 
the country by placing on the bench: of the Su- 
preme Court à man who was not a lawyer and 
never had been, and whe had called Abraham 
Lincoln a buffoon, „ot all men in the South, 
did it select him and force him on a reluctant 
President and a reluctant people? It was de- 
cause Mr. Lamar was the nearest and dearest friend 
and representative of Jefferson Davis, There was 
no other explanation of it. If that was not true 
then his nomination was a farce and a burlesque, 
without excuse or explanation. 


And yet this was the man who knew no 
law ana was confirmed as Justice of the Su- 
preme Courtof the United States by the 
votes of three recreant Republicans—Riddle- 
berger of Virginia, Stewart of Nevada, and 
Stanford of California. Knowing that it is 
the purpose of the Democrats to wipe out the 
last vestige of war legislation from the stat- 
ute-books, these men voted for him, one of 
them because of his Southern proclivities 
and the other two because they felt that he 
was a safe man on questions of corporation 
legislation. One of them, Stanford, has had 
the audacity to propose himself as a candi- 
date for the Presidency. If such a calamity 
as his nomination were possible an indignant 
peopie would bury him fathoms deep. Sena- 
tor Ingalls did good service when he drew a 
picture of Lamar. It brings out the dastard- 
ly act of these three Republicans in its 
true colors.

warblers have been silent. Now comes Cam- 
panini, however, both as manager and artist, 
bringing with him “ Otello,” the last of the 
grand operas.by Verdi, the Nestor of Italian 
composers, and a fully equipped company, 
to see what can be done towards a restora- 
tion. Whether this bea feeler to ascertain 
whether the public taste is kindly-disposed 
towards a revival of Italian opera another 
season or whether it is simply ascheme to 
make the public acquainted with Verdi’s last 
work—for it is doubtful whether he will ever 
write another—it 1s an occasion of unusual 
interest, 

The reputation of Verdi as the greatest of 
the Italian opera composers since the days of 
Rosini, Bellini, and Donizetti of itself will 
arouse great curiosity to know how he has 
handled the great Shakspearean tragedy, to 
what extent, if any, he has been infiu- 
enced by the music-dramas of Wagner, or 
whether, after the concessions made in 
„Ada,“ he has returned to the purely lyric 
forms of the Italian stage. The production 
of “Otello,” therefore, will be an event of 
no ordinary importance to musicians and 
connoisseurs while it appeals with equal 
force to the society world as a return of its 
favorit operatic school, even if it be merely 
temporary. Fashion and the Italian opera 
have always gone together, and this week, 
therefore, it is presumed fashion will turn 
out en masse to greet its old favorit. It 18 
also a matter for congratulation that the 
original tenor selected for the title role hay- 
ing proved unsatisfactory: Sig. Campanini 
himself will sing it, which will add greatly 
to the attractions of the short season. Some 
of his greatest successes have been made in 
this city, and undoubtedly his réentrée will 
be heartily welcomed. In any event the 
production of the new opera is an event 
which should be of general interest. 


MOLIERE AND SHAKSPEARE, 

Apropos of the Baconian controversy, there 
are some striking parallels in the lines and 
careers of Shakspeare and his great French 
successor, Molitre. » In some respects but lit 
tle more is known of the famous comedian 
and satirist than we know of the Bard of 
Avon, although the former was an intimate 
of Louis XIII. and Louis XIV., had the run 
of the court and the palace, and, if we can 
believe his biographies, was much more ad- 
mired in his own time than Shakspeare, 
whose genius was only recognized by a few. 

Great as Molitre was in his day, the year 
of his birth is not certain. A baptismal cer- 


tificate has been preserved, but its authentic- 


ity is denied. The exact locality of his birth 
has never been settled. He was of common 
origin. The pursuivant-at-arms in the Her- 
ald’s College has examined the. papers re- 
lating to the grant of the Shakspeare arms, 
and finds that a patent was unquestionably 
issued to John Shakspeare, the poet’s father, 
which would not have been done had he not 
established a social position which war- 
ranted it, which is more than Moliére’s father 
could have done. Little is known as to 


his early education, except through tradi- 


tions, and these do not always agree. It is 
surmised that the family library consisted of 
a volume of “ Plutarch’s Lives” and a Bible. 
Whether the Shakspeare family had a Bibie 
has not transpired, but it is supposed that the 
young poet had the same volume the young 
Moliére studied. 

In personal character, even if Mr. Donel- 
ly’s picture of Shakspeare be correct, Moliare 
was not much better. He had all the vices of 
strolling players of that time, and they were 
pretty numerous. It is known that he traveled 
with one Madeleine Bejard as his mistress for 


along time, and subsequently married Ar- 


mande Bejard, by some supposed to be her 
sister, but by more supposed to be her daugh- 
ter. He kept an open house and entertained 
abandoned profligates. He was a poor 
actor and excelled most as a baliet-dancer in 
ballets which professed to be his, but which

over what he picked up among his compan- 
ions. 

Not only are the date of his birth and his 
birthplace unknown, but the date of his mar- 
riage is equally uncertain. Even his grave 
is unknown tothis day. What is still more 
striking in its close parallelism with Shaks- 
peare, there is not a book, note-book, com- 
mon-place book, diary, or play manuscript in 
existence known to have been his. There 
are but two or three scraps of his handwrit- 
ing left, as was shown after the recent search 
made by the directors of the Theatre 
Francais, and one of them, a letter or a frag- 
ment ot u letter to the King, isin the pos- 
session of Mr. Gunther of thiscity. And yet 
Moliére traveled all over France, was at one 
time valet to Louis XIII., for a long time was 
under the protection of the brother of Louis 
XIV., subsequently was firmly established 
in the royal favor, had the run, as we have 
said, of the court and palace. and was every* 


where blagoned in his day as the great dra- 


matic genius of France, and recognized as 
such by all his contemporaries. 


THE SWILL-MILK FACTORIES MUST GO. 

Mayor Roche has determined that the swill- 
milk and swill-beef factories shall be removed 
from Chicago as nuisances itfuriots to public 
health. Some time ago he directed expert 
sanitary inspectors to investigate the condi- 
tion of these institutions and their probabie 
effect on the public health. Their report in- 
dicates plainly that the swill-milk fac- 
tories aré a dangerous nuisance and 
require prompt abatement. “I shall di- 
rect Dr. De Wolf,” says the Mayor, 
“to have all the distillery cattle-sheds re- 
“moved, and to probibit absolutely the 
„feeding of these large bodies of cattle any- 
‘‘where within the city limits.” The ordi- 
nances of the city make ample provision for 
the abatement of the nbisance. Sec. 1626 
makes it a nuisance for any person or per- 
“sons to keep or use any yard, pen, place, oF 
“premises within the City of Chicago in 
‘‘which any more than three head of cattle 
„or swine shall be confined.” 

It is singular that the city health officers 
have permitted the nuisance to grow to such 
evil proportions, and that they ignored 
completely the ordinance above quoted. May- 
or Roche does wisely in taking up the matter 
himself. Further delay might be dangerous. 
It is the opinion of eminent sanitary authori- 
ties that there is great danger that cholera 
may visit America this year. It is the duty 
of the municipal authorities to use every 
proper precaution for protection against the 
dread disease, 

But apart altogether from the dread of 
cholera the loathsome, noisome cattle-sheds 
ought to be removed. They are offensive in 
the neighborhoods where they are located, 
and their foulmess is distributed all over 
the city and even beyond its Um- 
its. The milk produced in those sheds 
is foul, unwholesome, and disease-breeding. 
Pleura-pneumonia, which threatened the de- 
struction of herds in all the agricultural 
States, was generated in them a few years 
ago. Much of the foulness of the Chicago 
River isto be attributed totne filthy dis- 
charges from these places. Half of the com- 
plaints made inthe river towns about its 


pollution is traceable to the swill factories. 


It is high time all this mass of putridity and 
vileness was driven out of Chicago, The only 
people who will complain are the distillers 
of the Whisky Trust. The distillers who do 
not belong to the trust feed the swill of their 
establishments outside the city. The people 
are not disposed to sympathize with the trust 


monopolists.of the foxrty-red or any other 


order. 

Mayor Roche will be sustained in the en- 
forcement of the ordinance against the dis- 
ease factories by every right-thinking man 
in Unicago.

KENTUCKY | 
A determined “Honest John” effort was 


made in the Kentucky Republican Conven- 
tion Thursday last to pass resolutions in- 
structing the delegates to the Chicago Con- 
vention to vote for John Sherman as the 
party’s Presidential nominee. The Sherman 
literary bureau and the Sherman organs pub- 
ished in Cincinnati and circulating in Ken- 
tucky devoted themselves to preparmg the 
way for the adoption of Honest John” res- 
olutions. The agents of the Ohio man’s boom 
went among the delegates urging it. All of 
Sherman’s Ohio influence on Kentucky senti- 
ment labored for it.. But every effort failed.

rough the influence of Judge Thomas the 
Ninth entucky District cast 151 votes in favor 
of instructing for Senator Sherman. This’ was 
more than all the other districts cast for Sher- 
man. 

The Cincinnati Hnquirer says in its report: 

After a desperate struggle tocarry through the 
plank in the platform instructing for John Sher- 
man the State Republican Convention adjourned 
tonight at 10 o'clock, sending the Kentucky dele- 
gation to the Chicago Convention wninstructed, 
The fight lasted from 5 o'clock in the afternoon 
and was a bitter one. This result is largely due 
to the work of Col. William O. Bradley, 
late Republican candidate for Governor. 
He fought the Sherman indorsement with 
great earnestness and force. It is be- 
lieved that Bradley’s real motive for this was 
that he believed his chances forthe Vice-Presi- 
dential nomination would be thus enhanced. He 
claims Kentucky must now be 2— in the list 
of doubtful States (he having only been defeated 
by 16,797 votes last year, while Blaine was beaten 
in Kentucky by 34,839 votes), and that the Re- 
publican party will want ber thirteen Electoral 
votes, and he thinks, as the second man on the 
National tacket, he will be able to turn them 
over. Friends of Bradley also claim that he is 
for Blaine. [But as Blaine is <3 oon 
whom will the Kentucky delegates vote for! 
One of the delegates, Judge rge Thom 
said: I am for John Sherman first, last, an

CM. May 4.—[Editor of The Tribune. ]
